If I lost both nuy legr 
and arma, bat could earn money 
for my self-eupport, I certainly 
would never ask the government to 
pay me for psiriolism. I contend 
that Corporal Tanner, wlio .rt 
oeiyes 172 a month fur the lojs ol 
both his lega, has no right to that 
amount, because he is able to sup- 
port hloiaalf. I trnst that4he new 
administration coming into power 
on the 4th of Marcli, 1893, will weed 
out all these "dead beats" as I call 
them, and increase pensions to wid- 
ows and orphans and those who 
are really inoapaoitaied and utterly 
unable to taka care of themselren, 
on aocoQDt of sickness or injuries 
received during the war. In other 
word.-i, give p^■nHio^^ to whom they 
belong, and 1 aui s.ili.>lii'<l Uic iictv 
sdministration will <lo ibis :iml ibi y 
certainly will if I tiave anything l(/ 
say about it.
